Repairs and maintenance of buildings, equipment, 
roads, etc. 


Contractual services for garbage and trash removal, 

fire hydrant service, aid to volunteer fire 

companies etc. 

Printing and advertising, utility services, 

insurance and many other items essential to the 

service rendered by municipal government. 

The 1962 Annual Budget proposes increased appropriations 
for Town Purposes totalling $166,532.50 over the year 1961, 
$52,598.00 of the above amount will provide for five additional 
men in the Police Department, as well as permissive pay incre- 
ments for those municipal employees still within salary ranges. 
Expanded personnel requirements to implement a duty schedule of 
42 hours per week in the Fire Department as of September 1, 1962, 
further increased the appropriation for Salaries and Wages.

On July 12, 1961 the Planning Board as well as the Building 
inspector and the Health Officer of the Town of Bloomfield 
were asked by the Town Administrator, on behalf of the 
Council, for written recommendations regarding the regula- 
tion of private swimming pools. A draft of the ordinance 
accompanied the request, 


The Board held a public hearing in September on the ordin- 
ance as referred to it by the Town Council. A number of 
citizens appeared and stated their opinions. A transeript 
of the hearing was made. All the suggestions coming from 
the hearing and from letters and petitions filed with the 
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Board were examined and considered. The Board also 
studied and compared the proposed ordinance with ordin- 
ances adopted in other municipalities, particularly 
those adopted in Clifton, Montclair, Irvington and 
Union. A second draft of the ordinance was prepared 
following these studies.

Statement before the Town Council on the second 
reading of the M.H.A., October 15, 1962. 


The League of Women Voters is pleased to note thet the 
Town Council has reconsidered its previous position and is 
ectively engaged in the consideration of a Minimum Housing 
Code to be adopted ag an ordinance of the Town of Bloomfield. 


We are certain that the compelling factor for the 
adoption of a Minimum Housing Code is not only to make the | 
town oligible for Federal assistance, as mentioned in the 
newspapers, but also to maintain and improve living con- 
ditions in our Town, 


The League of Women Voters studied, in a year-long 
project, the needs of our community in this field and 
examined im depth, Model Cedes end the Codes in Operation 
in Neighboring communities. Based on our knowledge of the 
subjest, we feel that the proposed Code, a Model Code is- 
sued by the New Jorsey State Department of Health, is an 
adequate code; However, we would 1ike to see cortein 
changes and we suggest the following: 


The Housing Code Section .6 states that "every dwelling 
shall have water-heating facilities which are installed and 
maintained in good and safe working condition, connected with 
the hot water lines required under the provisions of sub=- 
section 4.5 of this Code, capable of delivering water at a 
minimum temperature of not less than 120 degrees Fahrenheit." 


This is somewhat ambiguous. The factlities may be 
capable of delivering water of 120 degrees, but hot water 
may not necessarily be supplied. We would like to ses the 
wording amplified te state that water of 130-110 degrees 
must be supplied between the hours of 6 a.m. to 12 midnight 
and facilities for such supply be installed and maintained, 
In our modern day, when cleanliness is so vital, 120 degree 
water is not adequate for dishwashing, clotheswashing, etc. 


Sec. 12-14. This deals with supply heat of 70 
degress between 6 a.m. and 11 p.m. We would like to see 
this raised to 72 degrees as being more realistic and 
comfortable, and changing the hours to read from 6 a.m. 
to 12 midnight with a drop of a few degrees for the re- 
mainder of the 2}, hours. 72 degrees would provide for 
the 2-l) degree drop in temperature which must occur 
before a thermostatie control becomes activated. 
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We also feel that the Officer in charge of enforcing 
the proposed ordinance should be required to initiate 
action, based not only on complaints, or on occasional 
investigation, but also on a regular and periodie check 
if all dwellings in Bloomfield, This regularity to be 
based on a S-year period or some othar reasonable interval. 
Thia would serve to prevent decay from reaching extreme 
condition and would take the onus of complaining about a 
neighbor from the naturally reluctant neighbors. 


Given the tool of an adequate Minimum Housing Code, 
the proper enforcement by the administrative authority 
could prevent blight in many areas of our town, conserve 
aging areas, and ensure proper maintenance of all existing 
as well as future dwelling and dwelling units.
